The ranchers combined, armed them- 
wolves with guns, mounted their hor- 
een and overtaking the homesteaders, 
commanded them to raise their arma, 
and loading thelr guns took, aim and 
declared that the firet man who inter- 
fered with their taking thelr stock 
back, would be shot on the spot 

Much anviety existe as to the out- 
come lt in feared that before the 
diMculties between the ranchers and 
homesteaders are settied, there will be 
bloodshed

Coal Supply of the States, 


Wash., D. 0, July 10.—The Govern: 
ment throvelh the United Brates Geolog- 
ical Burvey, is planning with the pro- 
ducers of coal to place far in the distance 
the day when the country's supply of 
coal will be exhausted. 

The extravagance in the amount of 
coal wasted has had the effect of redu- 
cing supply to consumers, This at 
least is tthe opinion of Edward Parker 
of the Geological Survey, 

"One of the greatest problema to 
overcome in the production of coal," 
said Parker,"‘is @ reduction in the waste 
Only a year ago but 40 per 
cent of the coal in a mine was marketed, 
60 per cent waa lost, Cheap mining 
methods caused this waste, Under 
improved methods the waste has been 
reduced to from 30 to 40 per cent,” 

“When do you expect the stock of 
hard coal to disappear?’ was asked, 

‘*Well, I figure that the maximum of

“If we continue to take out coal at the 
present rate the supply may last 75 or 
80 years, but as the productions will no 
doubt gradually decline, we will be 
burning the anthracite for the next two

MIDDIES IN THE MAKING. 


Our Naval Cadets Learn to Spliee 
Ropes, Furl Salis, Ete, 

It is probably not generally known 
how the United States government 
trains the youth upon whose shoulders 
will reat the responsibility of matn- 
taining the high standard of the navy. 
His apprenticeship, accotding to Les- 
lie’s Weekly, is not unlike that of any 
other young man learning a trade, the 
fundamental principle belug the proper 
kind of tools and when and how to tise 
them, 

A midahipman’s tools, so to speak, 
are ships, thas rendering a thorough 
knowledge of seamanship an essential 
part of the training. This begins with 
lessons In splicing hemp and wire 
rope, after which the young men are 
given practice in handling sails on the 
indoor mast In the seamanship balld- 
ing, which is an exact counterpart of 
the miazenmast of the training ship 
Severn and ts seventy-two feet in 
height. 

The midshipmen go aloft, furl, reef 
and et sails, etc—tin fact, go through 
the entire seamanship drill, A net is 
spread at the foot of the mast for pro- 
tection, as a fall on the concrete floor 
would be far more serious than on the 
deck of a ship. Accidents, however, 
are infrequent, 

Drille on the Severn begin early In 
the spring and continue throughout the 
crulee, which lasts from June until 
September, The midshipman thus be- 
comes accustomed to ship life. The 
work is hard and the discipline severe 
during these drills, There ts little 
tendency to shirk duty, and the future 
admirals do everything on shipboard, 
on deck and aloft, even to clearing up 
the deck and stowing away the ropes, 

From a plicturesque point of view 
seamanship practice on the Bevern sur- 
passes all other similar exercises, It 
seems that on shipboard the sense of 
the reality of the thing is ever present, 
and one accustomed to witnessing 
these drills notices that on the deck of 
the old Severn the middies are more 
active, more in earnest, and the man- 
ner lo which they climb and swing 
around the rigging does credit to an 
old sailor, 

Each man starts In with a practical 
seaman's duties and as he continues 
his course Is advanced to the duties of 
the petty officers and later to those of 
the Junior commissioned officers,

First to Gain International Fame In 
This Special Line of Newspaper 
Work—His Account of the Battle 
of Bull Run Sent the People of the 
Northern States Into a Spasm— 
Saw Balaclava. 


Sir William Howard Russell, who 
fas recently passed away, was one of 
the world’s greatest war correspon- 
dents. He was, Rethape, the first to 
gain international fame in this spe- 
cial line of newspaper work, and he 
lived to see most of his contempor- 
aries vanish from the stage, and to 
contemplate the beginning and the 
ending of such a brilliant caregr as 
that of G. W, Stevens, a man young 
— to be his gran . With the 
prestige of newspaper work Sir Wil- 
liam was well acquainted. He had 
the honor of overthrowing a Govern- 
ment, and the further distinction of 
arousing the wrath of a nation in the 
tnaking, which was poured on his head 
when the people of the Northern 
States read his account of the Battle 
of Bull Run, Forty years ago he visit- 
ed Canada, and wrote a book about 
ts, from a military point of view 
That work is interesting and inatrue- 
tive today, even if some of his pre- 
dictions have not come to pass. Rus- 
voll felt that Canada’s destiny was a 
great one, and hesitated not to say 
6) ata time when iggerance concern- 
ing this country was universal 

Like many another distinguished 
Russell, William Howard was an 
Trishman, and was born in 1881. He 
rraduated from Trinity College, with 
the intention of en @ law, but at 
this time the country was rent by the 
treat Repeal agitation. He sought and 
obtained from The London Times an 
tppvintment to describe some of the 
touster meetings, and so well did he

do the work that he was offered a 
vermanent position. He was sent to 
Denmark to report the war of 1849-06, 
and there won his first laurels as a 


war correspondent. Returning home 
he resumed hia and was call 
ed to the Bar, In 1864, he was again 
on the war path, at Malta, Gallipoli 
Seutari and Varna, He went to the 
Crimea with the Seoond Division, and 
was prosent at the Battles of Aline 
and Inkermann. He was an eye-wit 
hess of the famous of the Light 
Brigade at Balaclava, and had the 
immortal distinction of sending 
the British public the first descrip 


tive account of that great deed. Hx 
also saw the siege of Bebastopol 
In Russell's time the war corre 


tpondent was about on the same foot 
ing as a soldier, and @ertainly in a 
campaign like the Orimea there war 
ho possibility of a supernumerary liv 
ing in much luxury, even had the 


authorities desired to make things 
easy for him. Russell fared like a 
soldier through the terrible hard 


ships of that cam Unlike a sol 
dier, he did not have to suffer in «il 
ence, To The Times he sent letter af 
ter letter describing the sufferings of 


the troops, and exposing the mis 
management of the supp jes, Blun 
dering was then rampant to a degre«

of a war in Italy, and in 1861 he was 
sent to report Civil War in the 
United States, 


His account of the retreat of the 
Federal forces from the Battle of Bull 
Run created a flercer controversy than 
any war corres in similar cir- 
curnstances, had It brought 
upon him bitter denunciation from 
the North, and was supposed to have 
a remarkable effeet upon British pub 
lic sympathy, Some parts of the story 
are worth republishing. Hoe says:. 

“I perceived several wagons com- 
ing trom the direction of the battle 
field, My first impression was 
that the wagons were returning for 
fresh supplies of ammunition, But 
every moment the crowd inoreased; 
drivers and men cried out with the 
most vehement gestures: ‘Turn back! 
Turn back! We are wuspped They 
seized the heads of the horses and 
ewore at the opposing drivers, a he 
A breathless man in the uniform of 
an officer was cut off by getting be 
tween my horse and a cart for a me 
ment.

His other 
employments have included that of 
Vanitoba manager of the Imperial 
Loan and Investment Co, since 1885 
and district man of the Lands De- 
partments of the Hudson Bay Co. and 
wy PR.

Get a Good Sire 

Next purchase a pair or trio, and 
with them lay the foundation of a pure 
bred herd. If expense makes this im- 
practicable, purchase a registered sire 
and get a calf from a cow with good 
record of production, Get the best 
possible sire of the breed chosen, as he 
is half the herd, 

The next step in grading up a herd 
fs to be sure not to inbreed. When 
you have heifers old enough to breed, 
purchase for them another sire. 

When the third, fourth or fifth grade 
has been reached, you will have a prof- } 
itable herd, which, while it cannot be 
registered, will show splendid results. 

Another step—do not breed any heif- 
er until she is nearly or quite two 
years vid. Breeding heifers too young 
is the leading cause of every IN bovine 
flesh is hely to, and the balance may 
be charged to inbreeding. 

Food and Care. 

Food and care bestowed upon a herd 
form an important part in this up 
bullding of the berd. Cruelty and pro- 
fanity may largely counteract the of- 
fect of a proper amount ef protein, an 
unbalanced temper spald the resuit of a 
balanced retica, and comfortable quar: | 
tor are needed as much as proper 
food. 

Poor and anprofitable cows should be | 
picked out and disposed of, the safest | 
process being to weigh the milk and | 
test for butter fat. One thing more— | 
we must look well to the health of the 
herd. We can buy healthy cattle and 
largely keep them #o if we will supply | 
pure alr und sunshine as well as food 
and water,

Expensive barns and stables are not 
necessary for the production of sani- 
tary milk, Common sense, cleanliness 
and quick cooling are the three mala 
polnta, 

Bome people salt the cows as they 
make good resolutions—only occasion- 
ally. Do it regularly and do it well.— 
Kimball's Dairy Farmer, 

In some cases where cows have been 
milking for a long time there is some 
difficulty in churning. The addition of 
one or two fresh cows in the milking 
herd will often overcome the difficulty. 
—Varm Journal, 

The best way to bring cream to the 


warm water, Stir gently until 
cream is of the proper temperature, 
Never churn in « cold roam. The but- 
ter will be cheesy if you do. The 
churning room should be about 
temperature of the cream, 

Balt thoroughly rubbed around 
the inside of the churn after it 
been rinsed with hot water is a first 
rate thing to make It clean and sweet. 
Rinse the salt out with water, 

Dry cows should be fed so as not to 
take on much flesh, Keep them in 
model condition, and they will yield 
better, 

It ts only by testing cows that the 
dairyman can tell whether they are 
yielding a profit or making a loss, It 
is the only way by which he can with 
absolute certainty weed the nonpaying 
animals from his herd 

The faculty of appropriation is devel- 
oped and fixed in the individual cow 
by usage and habit.

THE SEPARATOR. 

if Properly Handied It Will Prove a 
Splendid Investment. 

Every progressive dairyman should 
bave a hand separator. You can then 
give the calves fresh sweet skim milk. 
It is expensive to feed calves on whole 
milk, especially when you can still the 
butter for 25 cents per pound and sup- 
ply the fat taken from the milk by oil- 
teal or oll cake at a few cents per 
pound. 

From the other side, the separator is 
certainly a splendid investment as a 
labor saver. It is also valgable as a 
means of getting all the butter fat from 
the milk. Get a good standard .ma- 
chine, but don't get a very small size 
unless you have only a very few cows. 
For ten to twelve cows we would cer- 
tainly recommend a 450 to 650 pound 
per hour separator. 

Cleaning the Machine. 

Wash the machine every time it is 
used. Don't believe the agent who 
tells you that you can wash his ma- 
chine by simply dipping the parts in 
warm water, Any one who has han- 
died vessels in which milk has been 
kept knows that that is not so. Use a 
Urush, not a dish rag, Yo wash each 
piece of the separator; then pour boil- 
ing hot water over the parts and allow 
to dry. 

Use plenty of of! on the bearings, and 
thus greatly increase the life of the 
machine, Fasten the separator se 
curely to the floor, take three minutes 
to speed it up, heat up the bow! with a 
little lukewarm water before separat- 
ing, then Mush out with a little clean 
Water after the milk has run through 
to get all the cream—Professor W. J. 
Eiiott. 

Aroostook Deirying. 

1 always wash my cows’ udders with 
clean water and wipe them dry, milk- 
ing with dry hands. We strain the 
milk through cheesecloth, folded twice, 
and use a separator, We like that be 
cause It saves a lot of milk cane or 
pans to care for, and, best of all, we 
can feed the warm, eweet milk to the 
calf, For ventilation tn the stable | 
depend upon a two inch bole in the 
wall with a shingle to close over it in 
stormy weather, I feed through traps 
in front of the cows, and these are 
hever very tight, so they always have 
fresh alr in front of them, I clean the 
stable twice a day regularly in winter, 
and in the summer the stock are in the 
pasture night and day.—V. T. Lundval, 
Aroostook County, Me.

Officially authenticated testing of da) 
ry cows is becoming more and more 
the leading feature of the work of 
breeders, These tests are regarded by 
the public as the true index ef the 
value and of the capacity of all breeds, 
Practical dairymen are placing abso 
lute reliance upon them as ap invaiua 
ble ald in the selection of sires with 
which certainly to improve the capact 
ty and profitable production of their 
cows, 

Dairy Preducts in Demand. 

The greatest profit ts to selling milk 
and cream to customers, the next in 
having annual customers who will take 


| either cheese or butter as it is made 
| Then follows the selling of croam to 


the creamery and, lastly, batter to the 
store trade as one can catch the mar 
ket, There seems to be a constantly 
increasing demand for the products 
of the dairy which keeps pace with the 
increase of cows, There is a bright 
prospect abead for all who wish to en 
gage in this great branch of agricul 
ture.-8, F, Emerson, 
Where the Expense Comes in. 

Professor W. J, Fraser of the Ilinols 
College of Agriculture says, “It is what 
the farmer does not know about bis 
cows that hurts.” If he knew bow ex- 
pensive it ls to keep a poor cow, he 
would not do it. Twenty-five ee 
cows will earn more net than a hun- 
dred moderately good cows and more 
than 1,000 poor cows, The poor cows 
will not pay their way. In one case the 
cows will keep the farmer; in the other 
the farmer will keep the cows, 

The Milking Machine. 

The Farmers Advocate says: “We 
did not believe in the efficiency of the 
milking machine until we saw one at 
work. Now that we have been shown 
we cannot say too much in its favor. 
There are milking machines and milk- 
ing machines, so be careful what you 
buy when you are approached by a 
smooth tongued milking machine sales- 
man, Bo far as we know, there ls only 
one or two approved makes of milking 
machines, Better ge slow in the pur- 
chase of a machine and be sure you 
get @ good one,” 

Culling the Herd, 

It Is the constant alm of progressive 
dairymen to improve their herds, and 
such Improvement must depend largely 
upon culling the herd and getting rid 
of the unprofitable animals, 

Keep Out the Bacteria. 

The most cereful handling of milk 
after it ls once infected with bacteria 
will not suffice to make a good product 
from it. The bacteria must not be al- 
lowed to gain ingress if clean, whole- 
some products are desired, Thorough 
washing with boiling water, or, better, 
live steam, followed by rapid cooling 
and subsequent exposure to the direct 
rays of the sun, is the only sanitary 
way of handling the dairy’s utenaila

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Thorough Cleanliness Necessary to 
Seeure a Good Quality. 

The cream fathering creamery bas 
many features to recommend it and is 
alike popular with patrons and factory 
proprietors, but at thé anme time we 
would say this, and eay it most em- 
phatically—that unless we are up and 
doing. the advantages of this system 
will prove wholly or largely Illusory, 
for the gain made at the mathfactie 
ing end will more than be swallowed 
up at the selling end through the manu- 
facturing of butter of-an inferior quall- 
ty that must be sold at a reduced price. 

The herctlean task before ua tn con- 
nection with oti cteain gathering 
creameriés Is the education of the pa- 
trons to properly care for thelr cream, 
When the cream Jeayes the farm, it 
should be both clean tn flavor and 
sweet. This means care and cleanil- 
hess throughout and the providing of 
facilities for cooling the cream. The 
utensils used should be of the best 
quality and properly cleaned, so that 
there will be no danger of contamina- 
tion from this source. 

Milk In a Clean Place. 

Special care should be taken to milk 
in a clean place and in as cleanly a 
manner as possible, for particles of 
dirt which fall into the mitk at milk 
ing thme are laden with organtems 
which produce the worst flav with 
which we have to contend and, while 
harmful at any time, are doubly so 
under the cream gathering creamery 
system, where the cream t# held for 
some time before It fe sent to the fae 


tory. 

The milk should be creamed as soon 
as possible after milking, and for this 
pirpose we strongly favor the use of a 
hand separator over any method of 
getting the milk, as it provides the 
nwst efficient and thorough method of 
creaming the milk and enables ua to 
make a cream of any desired richness, 
We recommend making a cream test 
Ing about 30 per cont. The quantity 
to be cooled Is greatly reduced, and the 
cream, If properly cooled, will be one 
of superior quality. Care should be 
taken to set the separator In a clean 
place and to atand it on & floor thet 
ean be kept clean, and not on an earth 
or ground floor, which ts sure to get 
into bad condition sooner or later 
through milk being spilled upon and 
soaking Into it and thus causing bed 
odors, We would agin admonish 
those who have hand separators to 
keep them thoroughly clean, We have 
met more separators than one to such 
4 condition that they themseelves would 
contamlaate milk put throt them. 

The separator bow! and ite parts 
should not only look clean, but should 
have « clean smell as well, If giving 
off any bad odors, examine all tubes 
and crevices about the bowl, for this 
is evidence tn iteelf that there ts dirt 
being harbored somewhere. 

Delivery of Cream, 

Frequently cream ts seriously Injured 
in delivering it to the creamery, We 
have even seen collectors vaing ordl- 
nary milk cans in summer for this 
purpose, Cream received from the 
patron in the best condition would 
hot under such circumstances reach 
the creamery in a condition at for 
waking good butter, The tanks or 
cans should be well Insulated, and 
where the latter In particular are used 
they should be protected from the sun 
by means of a good canvas cover on 
the wagon, 

One of the most disagreeable favors 
imparted tp cream {# that due to the 
sun's rays striking directly epon and 
heating the walls of a can, and thin 
flavor is invariably passed on to the 
butter, Where the cream ts delivered 
by Individual patrons the can should 
be covered with a blanket,-Superin-

imore dishonesty and selfishness in 


Canadian public life today that there 
was in the last generation, But if 
there is, the Canadian people are 
thomectves to blame, In a country 
with a democratic, representative 
form of government, the prevailing 
moral tone of polities usually reflects 
| the moral tone which prevails in com- 
| merce and in society gemerally, Ina 
time of great material prosperity, 
when the acquisition of wealth ap- 
pears to be in the eyes of the average 
citizen, the one thing worth etriving 
for, the standard of morality in the 
community at Marge le apt to be low- 
ered, and the moral standard in poll- 
ties sinks in aympathy, It ie usually 
the case that, where the supreme pow- 
or is in the hands of the people, their

Dairy Cleanliness, 

At the national dairy convention 
held in Chicago some very interesting 
facta were brought out relative to the 
kooping qualities of milk and cream 
handled under the most cleanly and 
sanitary conditions, In the dairy 
which produced the prize milk in this 
reepoct the udders of all the cows 
wore carefully wiped with a dalop 
eloth, while the milk paile were cov- 
ered with a fine wire sereen, which 
further served to keep out foreign 
matter which would be likely to con- 
tain filth bacteria, This milk was 
separated at once, cooled and feed 
and shipped a thousand milea to the 
place of exhibition and placed in 
storage for two weeks at a tempera. 
ture of 32 degrees. It was then re 
shipped 900 milea and stored in an 
ordinary icebox, where it kept aweet 
for weeks. A portion of the same milk 
was kept in Chicago and stored at 
83 dogrees, at which it kept sweet and 
palatable for seven weeks. There is an

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GUE OF A BIRD. 

An Organ Which Varies Much In the 
Different Species. 

Few people have given thought to 
the subject of birds’ tengues. Many. 
even of the amateur bird studeuts, 
know little of the ‘iterature on the 
subject and stall less from personal ob 
servation. 

Birds must use their bills as hands, 
and to some extent the tongues supple 
ment such use, Thus nut and seed 
eating birds extract the kernel from 
the shell, which is cracked between 
the mandibles. 

The full complement of bones of the 
tongue vonsists of eight. The shape 
varies considerably in different species, 
and the comparative size very much 
more, although there is a prevailing 
general resemblance. The size and de 
velopment of the various bones con 
trol the shape and utility of the organ. 
Well developed front bones mean a 
thick, fleshy tongue, such as we find 
in members of the duck family, while 
small forward boues usually accom. 
pany a amatl tongue of leas importance 
to the owner, sometimes little more 
than rudimentary, like that of the pel- 
lean, 

Among such birds as have occasion 
to protrude the tongue well beyond the 
tip of the bill the hind bones are mar- 
velously developed and greatly elon- 
gated, for these are the bones on which 
the tongue is hung. 

The edges of the tongues of most 
birds are more or less fringed, this fen- 
ture being most noticeable in thin 
tongues, Most birds have a greater or 
less number of papillac—small fleshy 
projections, spinelike in appearance 
and usually inclined backward—on the 
upper surface of the tongue. These 
are of service In working the food 
backward toward the throat. 

Some of the sea birds bave very aim- 
ple tongues, which serve but little pur 
pose, The tongues of the honey creep- 
ers have very fine and lore feathering, 
while those of the woodpecker are long, 
slender and pointed, and the roots of 
some species curve clear around the 
back of the skull, up over the crown, 
and their tips rest at the base of the 
upper mandible. With the exception 
of the sapsuckers the tongues of wood- 
peckers are capable of great protru- 
sion, and the tip is barbed. The sap- 
suckers, however, Instead of having 
sharp, barbed tongues like those of 
other woodpeckers, have brushlike 
tongues as a result of the degeneration 
of the bristles on their surface toto 
hairs standing out from the tongue 
rather thaa pointing backward, 

Rirds “with long bille do not always 
have correspondingly long tongues 
The kingfahers, with their dispropor 
tlonately large billa, have short tongues, 
The outer edges of the very long 
tongues of humming birds are closely 
rolled up Into two tubes lying side by 
aide, by means of which the birds are 
enabled to enck the nectar from flow- 
ers,

Why Trees Should Usually Be Plant 


ed Only On the Poorer Soils.

Even if the annaal crops (i. e., the 
amount of grain harvested and the 
annual amount of wood put on the 
trees) are equal in value, yet the ad- 
vantage remains with the grain crops. 
Let us suppose we have an acre of 
trees which must grow fifty years to 
reach their best age at which the 
ean be marketed, and are then wort 
$500, and that we have beside this an 
acre of land on which annual crops 
of grain are grown, Five hundred dol- 
lars, divided by fifty, gives us ten 
dollars as the value of the annual 
growth in the trees. Let usa suppose 
also that the net value of the grain 

own on the other acre is also ten 

ollars, for purposes of comparison. 

Now compare the harvests. On the 
wood-lot the tree seed is sown at the 
beginning of the first year, and 


the trees allowed to grow un- 
disturbed for the fifty years, and then 
when cut off, bri five hundred 


dollars. On the grain acre, on the 
other hand, a he worth ten dollars 
is taken off at the end of the first 
year—forty-nine years before an 
oad whatever is taken off the wood- 
ot. 

Suppose this ten dollars is put away 
in the bank for the next forty-nine 
years. Again, at the end of the seo 
ond year (i.e., two years from the time 
the tree is are sown) we get 
another ten dollars from the grain 
acre. Suppose this, too, is put in the 
bank—thiw time for forty-cight years 
of course, And suppose, further, that 
this is done with each ten dollars 
received for the grain during all the 
years following until the wood-lot is 


cut, 

If these yoarly ita of ten dol- 
lara are left untouched, we shall, at 
the end of the fifty years, have the 
following amounts, according to the 
rates of interest: 

With interest at 6 per cent. per an- 
num, $2,003.48; with interest at 4 per 
cent, per annum, $1,626.66; with in- 
terest at 3 per cent. per annum, $1, 
127.96; with interest at 2 per cent. per 
annum, $845.80. 

A calculation such as the above 
gives very good reason why land, if 

rtile enough to produce agricultural 
crops, should be devoted to these 
crops rather than to forest. On the 
other hand, trees will grow satisfac 
torily on soil that is altogether too 
poor for agricultural crops, and all 
that the advocates of re-foresting ask 
is that the land which is too poor for 
agricultural crops shall be perman 
ently devoted to forest. When that ie 
done, there will be sufficient forest to 
»rovide employment for a large num 

tr of foresters,

Ample ventilation should be provided 
Tom the top of the house and not by 
j taderneath drafts. Who has not seen 
togs piled upon each other in cold 
veather, ehivering, fchting to get Into 
t warm place? Under such conditions 
t is impossible for a hog to put oo 
flesh, and there are nine chances ta 
en that he will take cold, which may 
levelop into serious Jung trouble.
